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TUBERCULOSIS.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Seventy-nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  as  against 
sixty-one  last  year.  It  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year, 
Seventy-five  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital 
All  the  patients  recovered. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Sixty- five  cases  were  notified.  There  were  two  deaths.  A supply 
of  Antitoxin  is  kept  in  the  Health  Department  and  is  available  to 
Medical  Practitioners  on  application. 

RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 

Seventeen  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  (Primary  and  Influenzal) 
were  notified,  and  caused  eleven  deaths.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Rivington 
Reservoirs,  belonging  to  the  Liverpool  Corporation.  The  main 
which  conveys  the  water  to  the  district  passes  through  Colliery 
areas  and  the  direct  supply  is  occasionally  interrupted  owing  to 
subsidence. 

A new  reservoir,  to  hold  a 1,000,000  gallons,  is  now  in 
operation. 

This  conservancy  is  equal  to  five  days  normal  consumption 

The  total  consumption  for  the  year  was  74,318,626  gallons 
which  was  equal  to  18‘79  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  all  purposes- 
The  total  estimated  consumption  for  trades  purposes  was  10,725,000 
gallons  therefore  the  total  domestic  consumption  was  63,593,626 
gallons,  which  is  equal  to  172,964  gallons  per  day,  or  16-46  gallons  per 
head  per  day  of  the  estimated  population.
